Good. Friday, and the whole Week | 
before Faſter, which the Church 


hath dedicated to God's ſolemn 

Worſhip in Faſtings and Prayer. 
The Holy-Days we divide into 
Generaland Particular, The Ge- 
neral 
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neral are fuch as are generally ce- 


lebrated by all Men, and term'd © 


Solemnities , as the C:ronmeciſion, 
Epiphany, Purification , /Annuncia- 
ticn Reſurrettion, ſcenſion,8&c. the 
Particular are ſolemnized by ſome 
particular Church. or ſome Coun- 
try, calld Commune , as thoſe 
dedicated to the Apoſtles, or by 
{ome Biſhop's Sea,Pariſh-Town. or 
call'd the proper Holy-Days of the 
Place. 


They are again divided (in re- 
ſpect of the days whereon they 
fallia the Calendar ) into Moves 
able, and Fixed, 


The Moveable are thole, which 
tho celebrated on the ſame Week- 
day, have no fixed ſeat in the 
Calendar. 


The Fixed are ſuch, which 
fall upon divers days of the 
B 2 Weck,

lame day of the Month. 


New-Years Day. 


The firſt of Fapuary, commonly 
called Vew-years Day, of the old 
Roman Account, which began the 
year from that day, otherwiſe the 
Circumciſion of our Lord , being 
celebrated eight days after his 
Birth incluſively, as it was on the 
Male-Children ot the Fews, accor- 
ding to the Judaical Law, 1n me- 
mory of his Circumciſion, as the 
old Law commanded, Gereſss the 
17th, and the 12th. when he was 
named Jeſus, (Gy. a Saviour ) as 
the Angel had foretold, St. Zuke 
1.32.Circumciſion is deriv'd from 
the Latin Circamcido, which figni- 
ies a cutting round about ; and in 
truth to ſpeak more properly, it is 
the cutting away of the Prepuce,or 
double fore-sin, which I”

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the Head,or Extremity of the Firs 
ge#irils, and was pertorm'd with. 
a very ſharp Stone, ordered and 
fitted for that uſe ; and not with 
an Iron Knite ſteel d, as {ome are 
of Opinion, tho miſtaken. Ic was 
a Ceremony Preſcribed by the 
Grear Jehovah, to Abraham, thi 
Father of rhe Faithful, and his: 
Poſterity, who were Heirs of the 
Divine Promile,and Commanded 
to beſ{acredly obſerved by the He- 
brews, upon the ſevere penalty of 
Death; asa ſign and ſeal of the 
Covenant betwixt God and them, 
and a mark of Diſtinction from all 
other Nations ; which Ceremony 
was always ſ{tritly obſerv*damong 
them, but abrogated after the 
Reſurrection and Aſcenſion of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt. This Faſt is one. 
of His Majeſties Offering-Days at 
Court, whereon Gold, Myrrh and 
Frankincenle is offered ; and be- 
ing celebrated on the firſt of 
B 3 January, 
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January , the ſecond is term'd the - 
Octave of St. Stephan, the third of - 
St. John, and the fourth of the 
blefied Znnocents, 


Epiphanie. 


The next we meet with in the or- 
der of the Calendar,is Zpiphanie,or 
Tweltth-day. Z#piphanie is a Greek 
word, Empayez,& ſignifies an Af < 
parition,lo called and celebrated in 
memory and honour of our Sa- 
viours manifeſtation made to the 
Gentiles by a miraculous Comet, 
or Blazing-Star, by virtue where- 
of, the three Maes, or Sages (vul- 
garly called the three Kings of 
Colen) were conducted to him , 
who, upon Diſcovery of that Star, 
came out of the Zaſt to Paleſtine, 
or Fewyy, to adore him 1n the 
Manger, where (a Twelve-month 
after Chriſt's Birth ) the firſt of 
themis (as Tradition delivers it 
down

down tous) nam'd Melchior, arr 
aged Man, witha long Beard, who 
oftered Gold to our Saviour, as to- 
a King, in teſtimony of his Rega- 
lity ; the ſecond Faſper, a Beard- 
leſs Youth, who oftered Frankin- 
cenle, as unto God, in acknows 
letgment of his Divinuy ; the 
third Bakhaſar aBlack , or Moor 
with a large ipreading Beard, who 
oftered My rrh, as to a Man, that

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Day, which 'is on the firft of 
Marth, is a Britiſh Holy-Day, and 
oblſerv'd by them very ſolemaly, 
in Honour and Commemoration 
of St..David, their worthy Patron, 
whois by their Records and Tra- 
divion, juſtified to be a Prelate of 
Eminent Holineſs and Auſterity 
of Life, a Perſon of great Learn- 
ing, a moſt Florid and Eloquent 
Preacher of the Word of God, and 
Archbiſhop of Mezevy,now taking 
trom him the Name of St. David s 
in Pembrokeſhire, He flouriſhed in 
the fifth and ſixth Age after the In- 
carnation of Chriſt, and died aged 
140 years, as Dr, Pits teſtiheth in 
his Treatiſe Intituled, De 7lluſtri. 
bus Anglie Scriptoribus : The Bri- 
tains on this Day conſtantly wear 
a Leck, in Memory of a Famous 
and Notable Vidtory obtain'd by 
them over the Saxons; they, du- 
ring the Batte], having Leeks in 
their Hats, for their wy

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lours, and Diſtintion of them- 
ſelves, by the per{waſion of the 
441d Prelate, Sr. David.

Now this Month bes 
ing {o named by our Anceſtors,

Pa- 
raſcenue (Greek) or Preparation of 
the Legal Pafteover, and the In- 
ſtitution of the Lord's Supper,that 
very night, which is otherwi'e 
nam'd Manndy 7 hurſday , quaſi 
Mandati Thurſday (being the laſt 
T hurſaay in Zent, and firſt betore 
Zaſter) trom- tulfilling the Man- 
date or Command of our Saviour, 
which aroſe from an ancient Ce- 
remony frequently prattis'd by 
Prelates in Cathedral Churches 
and Religious Houſes, and is in 
imitation of Chriſt ; who onthe 
Evening of this Day, after his laſt 
Supper, and before he Inſtituted 
the BleTed Sacrament, waſhed his 
Diſciples feet , OO them 
withal, that they muſt do lo hike- 
wiſe to one another , which is the 
Mandate whence the Day takes 
Denomination.

comes from the Eaſt, Now this 
is the Baſis of all the Lord's-Days

Now tho this Rule be true enough 
as to the Gregoriap , yet it 15 not 
applicable to our Fu/iaz Accompt, 
which the Table of Moveable 
Feaſts in the Common-Prayer Book 
Calculated for 4o years regardeth 
only, and ma be followed till 
His Majeſty Commands another , 
and one reaſon is, the Preceſſion 
of the e/Afquinottium Yernum ,

March ; whereas it was on the 
21th. and the reaſon of this Anti- 
cipation 1s, thatthe J#liap exceeds 
tie Solar year 10 Minutes, and 
48 Seconds, or thereabout , which 
cauſes the eAfquinoxes and Soiftices 
yearly to change their Places, and 
g0 backward {0 many Minutes and 
Seconds. The Lunations allo, by

This occaſion'd that Error that all 
the *Aſtrologers were guilty of, 
viz, 5. Weeks Miſtake in 1663, 
and one Week in 1664 ; and it 1s 
the2oth time it hath lo happened 
ſince 1600 ; but in theYears 2437, 
2461, 2491, there will be 42 days 
Error, and ſome time afterward 
no leſs than 49 days , andatter the: 
Year 2698, (it the Old Calendar 
be ſtill retain'd) it will never agen 
happen according to the Rule of 
the Church, as before : Thus far 
Mr. G. Hharton. 


Eaſter-Day, . (and the reſt of the 
Moveable Feaſts) 4n0 1668, ac- 
cording to the Julian Accompt, fell 
full as ſoon, or low in the Year, 
upon its neareſt Limit or Boun- 
dary, as ever it could, which hath 
not hapned from 1573, till this 
Year, nor will ſo fall out agen in

Here you may alſo Obſerve, That 
Zaſter always falls between the 
21th of March, and the 26th of 
April, theie two dayes being ex- 
cluded, for it never happens on, 
but between them. £aefter-day 
is one of his Majeſties Offering- 
.dayes at Court, being a Houſhold- 
.day alſo, when the Beſant is given 
by the Lord Steward, or one of the

the Holy-dayes in Faſter week are 
his Majeſties Collar, but not Of- 
fering-dayes. 

Next follows the Quinquageſimal

ln the 21th yearof the Reign of 
Q.. £liz. Anno Dom. 1588, the 
Spaniſh Invaſion hapned ; Their 
Navy conſiſted of 130 Ships, in 
which there were 19290 Soldiers, 
8050, Marriners , , 2080 Gally- 
Slaves, 2630 Great Qrdnance, and. 
for the greater Sanctification of 
the Action, 12 of their Veſſels were 
call'd by the Names of the 12 Apo- 
ſtles. The Commander in Chief 
of the Fleet, was Don Alphonſo, 
Duke of Medina, the next in Au- 
thority was Martin Recalde , an 
Able Seaman. They came out of 
the Groyn in May , but were dil- 
perted, and the Queen in the mean 
time made the following Prepara- 
tions ; the Lord Charks Howard 
Lord Admiral of her whole Navy, 
and Sir Francis Nuke Yice-Admi- 
ral; were to be ready at: Plimonth ; 
Oy - the- 
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the Lord' Henry Seymor (ſecond 
Son to the Duke of Somerſet) with 
40. Engliſh. and Dutch Ships to 
gave the Coaſts of the WVether- 

ands , and keep the Prince of Pax- | 
»4 from -coming forth for Land- 
Service. There were placed along 
our Southern Coaſts 20000 Sol- 
diers, and two Armies of Trained 
Men Levied, the one commanded 
by the Earl of Zeicefter, conſiſting 
of 1000 Horſe, and 22000 Foot, 
who pitch'd his Tents at 7z#lbury ; 


over the other ( appointed as a 
Guard to Her ov pe Royal 


Perſon.) confiſting of 24000 Foot, 
and 2000 Horſe, the. Lord Hunſ- 
don was General. 


Now all things on both ſides 
being in a readineſs , the Spaxiſh 
Navy ſet forth. in ay, as before, 
but were drawn back and diftref- 
ſed; and: their firſt Appearance 


was July the 21th. as mer"? |

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of Fngland, coming out of P!3. 
mouth, (ent a Pinnace, nam'd, 7he 
Defiance, before ; which, by a 
Great Shot, Challenged the Spa- 
niaras to Fight, and they ſpeedily 
fell toit, but the Emeliſh had the.

The 23th of this Month they had 
a ſecond Fight, where there was 
little hurt done by the Spaxiarads ;

on their Courſe, and turnd no 
more upon us, 


The 27th of the Month,towards 
evening,the Spamards caſt Anchor 
near Calice, the Engliſh then ha- 
VINg 140 Ships; tho but 15 ofthem 
bore the brunt of the Battle,

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The 28th the Lord Admiral 
made eight of his worſt Veſlels 
Fire-ſhips,. and ſent them in the 
Night to the Spaniſh Fleet , at the 
ſight whereof, they made a hide- 
ous: noiſe, cut their Cables. with 
great confuſion and aſtoniſhment. 


The Spaniſh Navy being now 
deſtitute of many neceſſary Pro- 
viſions, and no hope of the Prince 
of Parma's Aſſiſtance, reſolv.d for 
Spain Northward, in.which they 
loſt many Ships- and Men; the 
Engliſh Navy ſtill purſued cloſely, 
till they were fain'to leave them, 
tor want of Powder, 


Thus this Invincible {4rmaai , 
(for fo it was ſtyl'd in a Spari(h 
Bravado ) that. was three whole 
years preparing,inthe ſpace of one 
Month- was often. beaten, and at 
length put to flight ; many of their 
men flain, above half ther _

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taken and ſunk, not above 100 of 
the £xgliſþ miſſing at the moſt , 
not ſo much as a Ship, but Cock's 
ſmall Veſſel; thus ſailing about 
all Britain by Scotland, the Orkney: 
and 7reland, they return'd to Spain 
with as great diſhonour , as they 
ſet out with Oſtentation ; for 1n- 
deed, Menaoſa in France Trium- 
phed before the Victory in Print. 
Now Q. Zlizabeth for this Happy 
Succeſs, appointed Prayers and 
Thankſgiving in all Churches 
throughout Zxgland ; and She (as 
it were in Triumph) came in Per- 
ſon. attended with a numerous 
Train of her Nobility into the Ci- 
ty, went into the Cathedral of 
St. Pans (where the Banners ta- 
ken from the Enemy were pub- 
lickly expoſed to the view of Spe- 
Aators) and there gave thanks to 
Almighty God in a moſt humble 
manner, for ſo great a Deliverance 
from, and defeat of a Foreign 
Enemy. .

July the 25th, is the Feaſt of 
St. Fames (Hebr. the ſame as Facob) 
the Apoſtle, firnamed the Greater, 
Brother to St. Fohn,the Sons of Ze- 
bedee, who was both an Apoſtle, 
and Martyr:This is he that Taught 
the Goſpel to the 12 diſperſed 
Tribes ; and was Murdered by the 
Sword, or (as ſome ſay ) Beheaded 
in Judes by Herod. Aeripps, Anno 
Dom. 45. where he was buried, 
and confequently the firſt of the 
12 Apoſtles that was tranſlated to 
the Kingdomof Chrilt.

Augnſt the 5th. in ſome of our 
ancient Calendars, is known by 
the name of Gowrie's Conſpiracy , 
and tho now omitted, (the reaſon 
thereof you ſhall ſoon under- 
ſtand) yet it was kept very de- 
voutly in the Reign of King 
James, as a Day of thankſgiving 
| to the Almighty for his Delive- 


| rancefrom the Treacherous Con- 


ſpiracy of the Gowries in Scot- 
land, 


The Story runs thus, as Baker 
relates1t in his Chronicle, p. 382. 
out of which take this Abſtract. 
The Earls Gowry, Marre, Lindſey, 
and others, Invited the King to 
theCaftle of Rerthen (in the ab- 
fence of the Earl of Arran and 


Zenox ) and there detain'd him, 
not 
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not permitting him to walk a 
broad ; all his Truſty Servants 
they remov'd from *him ,- and 
Compel'd the King by Letrers to 
Queen £#lizabeth: to approve and 
allow of this his Thraldom. After 
his Mother Queen ary had fent 
to Queen Elizabeth, complain- 
ing of the Uſage of her Son, he 
himſelf. ſent Colonel //illiam 
Steward, and John Colvill to the 
Queen of £xzland; and after 
the: Death of Zexox in France, 
tle Surprizers being lifted up in 
their Concelts, thinking they had 
him ſafe enough , he, on a ſudden 
(tho ſcarce 18 years of age) with 
lome few others, convey'd him- 
(cIfto the Caſtle of St, 4ndrews,to 
whom the Nobility Repair'd, with 
Armed Bands, fearing ſome dan- 
ger might befall him ; afterward 
with fair words he adviſed fome 
of his Surprizers: to go, from 
Court to avoid Tumult, promi- 


ſing 
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fing them Pardon, if they would 
crave it , but Gowyry only asked 
Pardon, and ſubmitted himſelf, 
uſing this Diſtinction, that he had 
not offended in 'Matter, but in 
Form : and farther , Baker faith, 
#. 384. that Gowry was tried by 
his Peers at Sterling, Anno 1600, 
where being accusd of many 
Treaſons, tho he gave colourable 
Anſwers to them all; yet was 
found Guilty , Condemad, and 
Beheaded , whoſe Head his Ser- 
vants ſewing to the Body , com- 
mitted to the Grave, 


Baker farther faith, p. 428. At 
this time, 220 1603.the King for- 
gat not a Deliverance he formerly 
had, which tho it were 1n Scot- 
land , yet he would have notice 
taken of ic in Zngland, which 
was this his Deliverance from the 
Conſpiracy of the Gowries, on

2. and in them allo un- 
tous, for our encouragement to

The 10:h of this Month, is a 
Day Dedicated to St. Zaurence 
(Lat. flouriſhing like « Bay-Tree ; 
the ſame as Daphnis in Greek ) 
who was Deacon to Pope I#- 
ftus, then fitting 1n the Chair at 
Rome, a very Lealous Perſon, ac- 
cording to Tradition, for the Ca- 
tholick Cauſe ; who thereupon in 
the Primitive times, was by the 
Cruel and Barbarous Pagans, moſt 
inhumanely Broyled on a Grid- 
iron, for the Faith of Chriſt ; 
which Martyrdom he ſuffered 
with undaunted and matchleſs 
Fortitude, This is in the Roman, 
but not in our Rubrick, 
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The Aſſumption of the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary. 
fl. 

The 15th of this Month is, Zhe 
Aſſumption of the Bleſſed Yirgin 
Mary, the Mother of the Holy 
Teſus, 0 call'd from ſumo, Lat. 
to aſſume,or take up ; "tis obſerv'd in 
Memory of her being Afſum'd, or 
taken up (as the Papifts confi- 
dently maintain) into Heaven, 
both Soul and Body after her Dor- 
mition, or Diſſolution, and this 
is a conſtant Tradition of their 
Church. This is allo in the Ro- 
man, not in our Rubrick. 


St. Bartholomew. 


The next is the Feſtival of 
St. Bartholomew, ſolemnized on the 
24th of .Juguſt, The Name is 
Chaldee, and ſignifies the Son of 
him that makes the water aſcend.

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He was Nephew (as ſome main- 
tain) and Heir toa King of Syria ; 
yet both an Apoſtle, and Martyr. 
He Preached the Glad Tidings of 
the Goſpel to the /ndians, where 
he, by the Command of Polemins, 
King of /ndia, was (orely beaten 
with Cudgels, the firſt day , the 
next Crucihed and Excoriated, or 
flean alive, while he was faſtned 
on the Crols, and finally / (till 
breathing, and alive ) Beheaded 
in the year of our Lord 51, For 
this Reaſon it was named Duplex 
Feſtum, (ome obſerving the 25th. 
as we the 24th of Luguſt, Here 
was a Complication ot Puniſh- 
ments for no Crime at all. This 
is one of His Maſjeſtie's Collar- 
Days without Offering. 


The 29th is the Decollation of 
St. John Baptiſt, Beheaded by He- 
rod, at the requelt of Herodias ;

On this day 
hapned that Dreadful Conflagra- 
tion of the City of Zondon, about

The 8th of this Month is the 
Nativity of the Bleſſed Yirgin Ma- 
ry, (Heb.

Bitterneſs) 
which is a Feſtival oblerv'd by 
our Holy Mother the Church, 1n 
Commemoration of her Happy 
nd Glorious Birth, who brought 
into the World the Author of 
all Life and Salvation , our 
Bleſſed Lord and Saviour, Jeſus 
Chriſt.

The 14th. is the other Holj- 
rood- Dp, or Holy-Croſs, (the In- 
vention of the Croſs being on the 
3d of May, which we have given 


you an account of ) 'tis call d

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Holy Croſs, or the Exaltation of the 
Croſs, in Memory of the -Exalta- 
tion, or ſetting up the Holy Croſs 
which was found by St. Helen, (as 
we have already acquainted you) 
by Heraclizs, the Emperor , who 
having regained it a ſecond time 
trom the Perſians, after it had been 
given over tor loſt , the ſpace of 
' 14 years, carried it on his ſhoul- 
ders to Mount Calvarie , an 
there' Exalted it with more than 
ordinary Solemnity. 


Then follows the Ember-FVeek, 
according to the Rule before laid 
down , Poſt Cineres, &c. this be- 
ing the third in the year , fol- 
lowing Holy-Crofs, or Holy-rooa-

On the 21th of this Month, 1s 


Celebrated the Feſtival of St, at- 
thew, 


_ 
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thew, (Heb. Reward) an Apoſtle, 
and one of the four Holy Secre- 
taries of the moſt Sacred Golpel. 
He was by Birth a Few.,, by Pro- 
feſlion a Publican,or 7 oll-Cuſtomer 
was at length Converted, and 
became a Diſciple, Apoſtle, Euan- 
geliſt and Martyr. He wrote the 
Goſpel of Chriſt in the Hebrew 
* Language, and delivered it to 
Tames, the Brother of our Lord, 
who was at that time Biſhop of 
Jeruſalem. He Preached *in the 
Kingdom of eAZrhiopia, where 
he was kindly entertain'd by the 
Eunuch (Chamberlain, or Chief 
Governor to Caxdzce, Queen of 
eAfthiopia; as it is Record- 
ed in the AQs of the Apo- 
ſtles, As the 8th. 27th.) and 
was fo ſuccelsful in his Teaching, 
that he prevaild and perſwaded 
e/fglippms the King, and his 
People to be Baptized , but after 
his Deceaſe, there ſucceeded him 
F 3 one 
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one Hyrtacus by name, who De- 
teſted the Apoſtle , and therefore 
Commanded him to be run 
through with a Sword ; which 
was accordingly done, Anno 
Dom. 71, This 1s one of His 
Majeftic*'s Collar-Days , without 
Oftering. 


St, Yichael the Arch-Angel, 


The 29th of this Month is the 
Feaſt of St. Michael (Heb. who 
like God) the Arch- Angel who fi- 
gur'd Chriſt, or Aichaelmas, 
that 15, a Solemnity or Maſs 1n 
honour of St. Michael, Prince of 
the Heavenly Hoſt, and one. of 
the Nine Orders of Angels , al- 
wel to Commemorate that fa- 
mous Battle fought by him, and 
them in Heaven, againſt the red 
Dragon (or the Devil) and his 
Apottate Angels, Apoc. 12. in 


Defence of God's Honour ; as 
allo 
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alſo (ay the Romaniſts) to Com- 
mend x whole Church of God 
to their Patronage and Prayers ; 
and by them 'tis nam'd the De- 
_ aication of St, Michael , becaule 
there 1s a Church at Rome, dedi- 
cated on that day to St. Michael 
by Pope Boniface. This is one of 
King Charles his Offering-Days 
at His Court of /Phitehall, And 
on this day alſo the Lord Mayor 
of the City of Zoxdoxn, for the 
year enſuing; is Elected, 


There is another Feaſt obſerv'd 
by the Romaniſts, call'd the Ap- 
parition of St. Michael, and is 
in Commemoration of his Won- 
derful Appearance on Mount Gar- 

anus, where (as the Papiſts fondly 
| ke themſelves) by his own 
appointment a Temple was De- 
dicated to him,in the time of Pope 
Gelaſun. 
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Stk, Luke. 


OXftober the 18th. is a Day Con- 
ſecrated to the Memory of St. Zuke 
(Heb. 7aken) the Euangeliſt. Sy- 
ria was the Place of his Nativity ; 
by Profeſſion he was a Phyſician 
of Antioch, after that an Euan- 
geliſt, and the Holy Penman of 
the Acts of the Apoſtles in their 
Peregrination , bur eſpecially of 
St. Paul's, He died at Zpheſus, in 
the 84th year of his Age, where 
he was inhum'd, Anno Chriſti, 74 ; 
and was (together with Zzdrew 
and 7imothy) Tranſlated to Con- 
ftantinople, many years after, in 
the Reign of Conſtantivs, Son of 
Conſtantine the Great ; but Wice- 
phorws, the Hiſtorian ſays, that he 
was Hang d on a Green Olive- 
Tree. This 1s one of His Ma- 
jeſtie's Collar-Days, without Of- 
tering. 


The 
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The 21th of this Month Dedi- 
cated to Ur/ula (Lat. 4 little She. 
Bear) The Name of a Female Saint 
heretofore of great Honour, and 
ſtill continued in the Calendar, 
and this Day was kept ſolemnly in 
Commemoration of a Famous , 
Religious Britiſh Virgin, who not- 
withitanding the Tenderneſs of 
her Sex, and her Zeal for the true 
Religion, was moſt Inhumanly 
Martyred under t/a King of the 
Huns ; ſtyled -#lagellum Dei, a 
Bloody, but Valiant Scythian, who 
over-ran Ztaly, and Galia; andat 
the Per(ſwaſion; or rather Intreaty 
of Pope Leo, retired into Hun- 
gery. 


St. Simon and Juve. 


The 28th is the Feſtival of 
St. Simon and Jude. Simon (Heb. 
Hearing , or Obedient) ſirnamed 

F 5 £Lelotes 
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Zelotes (Gr. Fervent) was born 1n 
Cana, a Town of Galilee, the Son 
of Mary and Cleophas, as Euſeb. 
affirms, Z. 3. C.11, and taught 
the Goſpel in egypt and Pers ; 
from thence hereturned, and ſuc- 
ceeded St. Fames in the Biſhoprick 
of Jeruſalem ; where , under the 
Reign of the Emperor 774jaz, he 
was Crucified in the 120th year 
of his Age, and conlequently the 
laſt Martyr of all the Apoſtles. 
St. Jude (Heb. Jude, Fudah, and Fe- 
huaah ; all three ſignifie Con- 
teflion called alſo 7 haddews and 
Zebbers )Preached the Holy Goſpel 
to the Zdeſſears, a fort of People 
of Edeſſa, a City of Syris, and 
throughout all Meſopotamia , he 
was Murdered at Berytus, a City 
of Phenicia, in the Reign of 4e- 
barws, King of Zaeſſa, according 
to the moſt Authentick Tradition, 
where he was very ' Honorably 
Sepulchred, in the year of our 
Lord, 
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Lord 21, This is one of His 
Majeſtie's Collar-Days, without 
Oftering. 


The next day after , being the 
29th, is a day whereon the Ele- 
&ed Mayor for that year, accom- 
panied with the Aldermen of 
Zonaon on Horſeback to the

19th day of Marchwwas a ſecond 
Parliament appointed to fit at 
Heſtminſter,& the (aid Parliament 
beginning, the King made a long 
and Loving Speech to both Houſes 
wherein he ſignified the Cauſe 
of his Calling it, but in the 
time, when 1t ſhould have pro-

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was to blow up with Gun-powder 
both Houſes of Parliament, at a 
time when the King, Prince, 
and all the Nobility ſhould be ſit- 
ting in the Upper Houſe, and all 
the Knights and Burgeſles in the 
Lower. | 


The Principal Contriver of this 
Plot, was Robert Cateſby , a Gen- 
tleman of great account in Nor- 
thamptonſhire, deſcended from that 
Cateſby, who had been a ſpecial 
Councellor of King Richard the 
3d. to whoſe Family the Divine 
Providence had now ordaind a 
diſaftrous Period, This Cateſby, 
not able to perform the Work 
alone, draws in many to affi( 
him, as namely , 7ho. Percy, 
Tho. Winter , Fohn Graunt, Am+ 
broſe Reokwood , Fohn Wright , 
Francis T reſham , Guido Fawks , 
and at laſt Sir Fverard Digby, all 
earneſt Papiſts , and all bound by 

Oath, 
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Oath, and by receiving the Sacra- 
ment , To be ſecret tor eftefting 
this Plot, they hired a Houle clole 
adjoining to the Upper Houle of 
Parliament, where they were to 
dig through a Wall tor the fit 
placing of their Powder ; about 
Cand/emas they had wrought the 
Wall half through , and ſuddenly 
they heard a noiſe in the next 
Room , which. made them fear 
they had been diſcovered , but 
ſending Guy Fawks ( who went 
now under the Name of Johr 
Tohnſon, as Mr. Piercy's Man) to 
ice what the matter was, he 
brought word, that it was a 
Cellar, where Sea-Coals had been 
laid, and werenow a Selling, and 
the Room offered to be Let for a 
yearly Rent : this Room there- 
tore, as moſt fit for their purpoſe, 
_; right under the Parliament- 
Houſe, Mr. Percy preſently went 


and hired, laying into it 20 Bar- 
rek 
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rels of Powder, which were co- 
vered with Billets and Faggots, 
\ that they might not be dil- 
covered. | 


Thus the 1ſt part of the Plot 
was put in good readinels, it 
now remain'd to conlider what 
was to be done, when theBlow 
ſhould be given, intending to 
{urprize the Duke of Z9rk, who 
was abfent, and the Lady #l:- 
. zabeth, at the Lord Harrington's, in 
Harwickſhire, where ſhe then lay, 
under pretence of a Match at 
Hunting, near Dwunxchurch , bur 
their Tendernels,leſt their Friends 
ſhould Periſh, overthrows them , 
for to prevent ſuch Promiſcuous 
Slaughter, a Letrer was framed,

Anlwer, That he ſhould either 'Sa- 
crifice to the Gods, or be Baniſhed 
to a diſconſolate'Ciry, beyond the

and watched in their Oratortes all 
the whole Zeſter-Week —_ 

alts 
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Faſts are now voluntary, and -not 
injoyn'd ; for there 15 no Faſt 
commanded betwixt Z#after, and 
Hhitſunday , Chriſtmas , and .£ps- 
: ghar) and the Vigils of this. Fe- 
ftival, by :large Waxen . Tapers, 
 -were made as Light as day, 
through the whole:City,.to repre- 
lent myſtically mp. 7” of Salva- 

ion, then ready to 
all over the Univerſe. And this 
is the Original of that uſage among 
Chriſtians, both Men and Wo- 
men, to Watch and Faſt .on the 
'Eves of their High Solemaities in 
the Churches; :and at the Tombs 
of the Saints departed ; the Au- 
thors of 'which cuſtom are credi-

Canon faith , under the pretext 
of Prayer, many Crimes were e- 
cretly Committed , at length the 
Vigils themſelves were prohibited, 
(tho not for the reaſon aforeſaid, 
others are of opinion , but rather 
becauſe Zeal and Fervour in Reli- 
gion grew cool , and Chriſtians 
became more remiſs in their De- 
votion) and the Faſts now oblſerv'd 
on the Eves of great Feſtivals were 
Inſtituted 1n their room , yet they 
ſtill retaia the name of Vigils, as 

being 
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being the Denomination'of aDuty 
requir'd therein, this was con- 
- firmi'd by Pope Znnocent the 3d, 
about the year of ' the Incarna- 
fion 1210. ' 


Thus you have a ſhort and true 
account of all the Feaſts, Faſts, 
Vigils, both of the Engliſh ang 
Romiſh Rubrick , with ſeveral 0- 
ther Holy-days not heretofore ta- 
ken notice of in Treatiſes of this 


Nature.
